New Theatre 
Opens Doors 
on Saturday 


The Wistaria Theater will open 
Saturday, Feb. 2, as Sierra Madre’s 
first real motion picture theater. 
Various attempts have been made to 
run picture shows in quarters not 
suited to the purpose, but it has re¬ 
mained for Mr. anil Mrs. Mason 
Brown to provide a cosy, well ar¬ 
ranged house, with daily programs 
and frequent changes of films. 

That the Wistaria Theater will be 
a success seems to be universally 
conceded. The unanimous verdict is 
that the time is ripe for the ven¬ 
ture, that it will meet a serious lack 
in the community and deserves every 
encouragement. Business men and 
other citizens express most cordial 
appreciation of the efFort of Mr. 
and Mrs. Brown to meet the need. 

Want Good Counsel 

“We want the people of Sierra 
Madre to feel that this is their thea¬ 
ter,” said Mrs. Brown. “We want 
them to feel free to come to us with 
suggestions about the programs. We 
can’t expect to please everybody 
with every film. But the only way 
we can gauge the public taste is 
for our patrons to tell us what they 
like of the films shown, also what they 
do not like. We will not run any 
trash, as we believe the people here 
are above the average of intelli¬ 
gence and taste. To satisfy that 
taste will be our constant aim. 

“Our scale of prices will remain 
uniform for all performances. Af¬ 
ternoon and evening prices will be 
the same, and there will be no ex¬ 
tra charge for special features. 
When something unusually fine in¬ 
volves extra expense, that will be 
our treat.” 

Frequent Changes 

With the daily change of pro¬ 
grams by the Wistaria management 
there should be a sufficient variety 
of films to suit everybody. When 
some special feature is available ar¬ 
rangements will be made for a long¬ 
er run if one day seems i' lsufficient 
to meet the demand. 

Music will be provided with all 
programs. While the Wistaria can¬ 
not be expected to vie with the big 
houses in this respect, the manage¬ 
ment hopes to provide a pleasing 
variety. 

House Is Attractive 

Surprisingly good results have 
been achieved by Mr. Brown in re¬ 
modelling the Bergien building, for¬ 
merly occupied by the furniture 
store. The floor has been given a 
suitable incline, and Building In¬ 
spector Udell says the supports are . 
sufficient for any load that could 
possibly be piled upon it. The high 
ceiling gives plenty of air space, and 
good ventilation. A novel effect has 
been secured in the wall decorations, 
carrying out the wistaria idea with 
good results. 

Comfortable, roomy. seats have 
been installed, the house capacity 
being about 300. Three boxes have 
been provided at the rear which may 
be reserved for special parties. 

In the ticket office theater pat¬ 
rons will find Mrs. Brown. Mr. 
Brown will be on the floor all even¬ 
ing, giving general supervision to 
the house. Their son and daughter 
will conduct patrons to their seats. 

In the projection room Otto Brock 
will operate the machines. There 
will be a change of musicians for 
various programs.

‘Virginian’ Is 
Big Feature 
For Opening 

As an opening attraction the Wis¬ 
taria Theater is fortunate in being 
able to present “The Virginian.” 
This immortal story of the great 
West by Owen Wister has long been 
popular as a novel and on the stage.

AMAZING STORY 
OF ELECTRICAL 
DEVELOPMENT 

Like a Jules Verne piece of fiction 
reads the history of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company’s successful 
struggle in harnessing the waters of 
the Sierras and developing energy for 
industry, the home and the ranch, as 
described by Walter G. Blos.-om, 
Field Superintendent of Education of 
that company. 

Mr. Blossom spoke before the men’s 
smoker at the Episcopal parish 
house Saturday night. Those who 
heard Mr. Blossom were astonished 
at the feats of engineering skill 
through which seemingly insurmount¬ 
able obstacles have been overcome. 

Starting with 800 H. P. at Mill 
Creek in 1892, this company now has 
a total of half a million IL P. in 
hydro electric and steam plants. It 
supplies 312 cities in Central and 
Southern California, takes care of 
2,000,000 population, and is pumping 
water into a million acres of land, 
runs 2000 miles of electric railway, 
has 300.000 consumers and covers an 
area as huge as New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Jersey and 
Delaware.

California generated 22.3 per cent of 
all the electric energy produced in 
the United States. There is more 
electricity used on the ranch in Cali¬ 
fornia than in all the other states of 
the Union combined. Illustrating 
what initiative is shown by those 
buck of this great project the speak¬ 
er said that last year 130,000 H. P. 
was brought in, which in pulling 
power for California industry was 
the equivalent to a circus parade six 
horses abreast and forty miles long. 
This would take cure of 50,000 new 
residences, 450 factories, pump water 
onto 150,000 acres of land and would 
udd $05,000,000 to the earnings of 
the state. 

Mr. Blossom’s lecture was illustrat¬ 
ed by moving pictures showing the 
obstacles which have to be overcome 
in doing this great work—the build¬ 
ing of dams, power houses, road con¬ 
struction, tunnels, and the transport¬ 
ing of material and supplies to keep 
5000 men at work. 

To meet the tremendous growth of 
California this company alone will 
spend $50,000,000 in 1924-1925 in new 
development work. • 

The speaker also explained how 
public utilities are regulated by the 
Railroad Commission of the State; 
how ten cents of every dollar earned 
goes for federal and state taxes; 
how the Southern California Edison 
company is owned by (10,000 sub¬ 
scribers, 90 per cent of whom live in 
California; and of the great amoun:
